Act 3 Scene 1 
As the light moves higher that day, 


Benjjii feels that his tree rooting island is 
rolling. 


All the way around there is water and no land. 
He cries a bit, but he sees only waves and sky. 
His middle-body makes a sound from no food. 


He stands and walks around his Tsenden roots 
slowly. 


All at once he sees a fish. 
No... more than one fish..two..three..four fish. 


All the fish land at his feet. With a grab of his 
mouth 


Benjjii has a great meal and his middle is quiet. 


He tongues his hair coat and offers silent 
thanks 


To the fish gods for their help and food. 


His eye catches a shimmering of color over his 
head. 


As he stands, all at once he sees the color 
swirl. 


Turning to his side he sees a light colored flyer, 


Circling round his head. Benjjii steps back in 
fear. 


It is not a flyer that Benjjii has ever seen 
anywhere 


He walks around on the tree root and drinks 
some water. 


As Benjjii stands near the pool of water to 
drink, 


He hears a flyers wings behind him and jumps 
a bit. 


He turns to see a colorful cover floating over 
his nose, 


And he moves back in fear of this thing. 

The two creatures wait, and they watch each 
other. 

This is the first time either one has seen 
anything like the other. 

A voice starts to speak and Benjjii knows the 
words. 


He can not believe his ears as He listens. 
“Do not be afraid of my colors,” says the flyer. 


“All of my tribe are like me. | am Bhuta, a 
Bhutan Glory butterfly. | have flown here all day 
and found this Tsenden roots. What kind of flyer 
are you? | do not see anyone like you ever in my 
forest.” 


Benjjii did not know what to think about that. 


“Lam nota flyer. | am Benjjii. |am an Bengal 
Tiger. And this is my magic Tsenden roots. 


| am looking for a new home for my tribe. 


The Change is Coming and we need to leave 
our home soon. 


Bhuta closes her wings and Benjjii thinks that 
she smiles. 


“We have that same thing in our home,” Bhuta 
says. 

“The tribe is sad that we have to leave our long 
time home forest. 


But there is no food and the water is so 
different now.” 


They talk and talk about their homes and 
friends for a long time. 


Then, Benjjii stops and asks a question. 
“How did You find me in this big water?” 


Bhutan closes her wings again and sort of 
smiles. 


“Your Magic Tsenden roots leaves a trail 
behind” 


It is a magical spread of colors like we see in 
our forest waters back home.” 


“| just follow the trail to see what made this, 
And here You are!” 


Benjjii and Bhuta stop and rest after the long 
talk. 


He looks at his new friend and asks 


“Can we be new friends even though we are not 
the same?” 


Bhuta then closes her wings, and does 
something good. 

She flutters along side the Tsenden roots 

And puts her wings around Benijjii's nose 
gently. 

Benjjii touches her wings with his nose and 
shakes from the light touch. 

Now he and Bhuta are new friends and both 
are happy. 

“Now we are friends, Benjjii, but | must go to 
tell my family about our talks, and share what
